Dick militia 
law now becomes operative and here­ 
after no portion of the money appro 
>riated for the support of the militia 
)y congre.ss can be paid to any or­ 
ganization which fails to conform to 
the standards of the rgular army. 
The Dick 
law 
of 1903 originally 
irescribed a period of five years for 
bringing 
about 
the 
considerable 
changes necessary 
for 
placing tho 
guardsmen in uniformity 
of 
equip­ 
ment and organization with the regu- 
ar soldiers; 
but 
as that time ai> 
proached it was found that very few 
of the states had been able to .conform 
so an extension was 
granted untU 
Jan. 21. 1910. 
Through Us system of Inspection of 
militia organizations by 
regular offi­ 
cers, the war department is in pos­ 
session of 
considerable 
Information 
regarding conditions. The detailed ry- 
suits were mad© public In the annual 
report of Col. M. F. Weaver, chief ot 
he division of mllltfa affairs. 
It may be stated that on the whole 
he war department expresses great 
satisfaction with the 
prospect 
and 
the apparent success of the workings* 
of the Dick law. 
This year, for the first time !n Its 
history, the militia 
will 
he found 
armed with the latest pattern of mf 
itia rifles, clothed from head to foot 
n regular army gear, supplied with 
all regular equipment and with ranks 
filled to the requirements of the law. 
The improvements In conditions have 
been general, but markedly so In ILo 
south. 


The strength of the organized mili­ 
tia of the United States was fixed at 
118,926 officers and enlisted men. ac­ 
cording to the annual report of Co! 
Erasmus M. Weaver, chief of the di­ 
vision of militia affairs. 
Satisfactory conformance with the 
Dick militia law by today, so .as 
enable all the states and territories to 
share in the money appropriated by 
congress for the maintenance of the 
organized militia 
w-as 
predicted by 
Col. Weaver. The law requires that 
the organization of the militia must 
be the same as that of the regular 
army. 
i 
The division of militia affairs is­ 
sued a circular announcing that the 
war department had taken a deflnita 
stand in regard 
to the 
incomplete 
regiments under the new law which 
is to go into effect today. The circu­ 
lar says: 
. 
“The laws of the states must pro ' 
vide for a twelve-company regiment, 
and it is expected 
that 
the states 
will undertake to maintain such an 
organization. 
The 
secretary 
will 
however, under the 
authority given 
him, authorize, temporarily, 
an ex­ 
ception to the 
standard organization 
in cases where the states find it im­ 
practicable at once to complete and 
maintain all twelve corapanlea. 
It will he necessary for the laws 
to make clear in each case that tho 
laws contemplate 
a 
twelve-company 
organization, and that it is the inten-j 
tion of the states to 
maintain such ! 
an organization and 
to request the , 
secretary, under 
the 
discretion th a tj 
rests with him, to authorize, tempor­ 
arily, the continuance 
of 
the regi-1 
ment with fewer than twelve compa­ 
nies. On the receipt of such a letter 
it wull be submitted to the secretary, 
and his action will be conveyed for 
mally to the milliary 
authorities ot 
the states.*^

SQUARE HOLE EASILY BORED 


Simple Explanatior* Disproves General 
Idea That Achievement Is an 
impossibility.

It w’ould seem, on first thought, an 
fmp ossibility ’ to bore a square hole. 
In reality nothing is simp ler. 
The 
baefs of the op eration is the fact that 
as a circle rolls on a straight line, the 
center describes a p arallel straight 
line. 
For instance, the hub of a car­ 
riage y ’heel moves along at a 
con­ 
stant distance from the ground. Hence 
if we cause a cutter s itu a te at the 
center of a cy lindrical shank to roll 
on a straight guide the cutter 
will 
trace out a straight line. 
If the guide 
be broken into four sides of a square 
the shank w ill roll on these four sides, 
one after the other, and the cutter will 
ream out an equal square. 
At the same time the motion of the 
tool is a rotary one, very sim ilar to 
boring a round hole. 
The only trou­ 
ble is that as the shank changes from 
one side of the square guide to tjie ad­ 
jacent one there is a slight irregular­ 
ity in the motion, so that the corners 
of the square hole are not sharp , but 
slightly rounded. 
This rounding may 
be reduced to a minimum and it is 
not a serious objection in any case.
